A "BOOB STATE" 

California is still bristling with 
indignation over an attack made on 
that state for the part it played in 
the election. Th,e Chicago Tribune 
was an ardent Hughes supporter. 
When it became evident that Cali- 
fornia, by its vote had changed an 
apparent Hughes victory into defeat, 
The Tribune gave vent to its emotions 
in a wrathful editorial in which it 
remarked : 

"By giving Wilson the vote it did, 
California, with its record and Wil- 
son's record, presented itself as the 
champion boob state of the Ameri- 
can republic." 

The result is what might have been 
expected. If there is a state in the 
union that is proud and sensitive, it is 
California. Nearly every paper in the 
state took occasion to inquire indig- 
nantly, "Are We Bobs?" and to ex- 
press its opinion of the self-styled 
"World's Greatest Newspaper" in ap- 
propriate terms. 

Republican papers joined with their 
Democratic contemporaries in resent- 
ing the imputation. Many of them de- 
clared that, while they disagreed with 
the verdict of the majority necessari- 
ly a "bunch of boobs." They pointed 
out that American freedom is built 
on acquiscence in the verdict of the 
majority — that a majority vote be- 
comes the voice of the people, and is 
therefore entitled to respect. They 
condemned the Tribune as a "bad 
loser." 

And they were right. Regardless of 
the issues at stake, it's silly for any 
man or newspaper to act the poor 
sportman when an election is lost, or 
vent disappointment in abusing peo- 
ple of other minds. Every citizen has 
a right to vote according to the dic- 
tates of his own conscience. So has 
every city and every state. And 
speaking broadly, every conscienti- 
ous vote is right. Moreove, when an 
election's over, it's over. Every good 
American conducts himself ae 
ly.

Judges, court and county 
officials, lawyers, ministers of all de- 
nominations, physicians, editors of 
Kc mucky b' \\ spal>eis and business 
gat n from all over the State made up 
Hm throng. No meeting ever heid in 
th< S. tte exceeded it in ■■tfcwhw, 
kundn .is who were unable to get a 
teat at the banquet waiting out- 
side untii the speaking was begun. 
All were Democrats, the stunding-up 
mea» cf their communities, and the 
word in every mouth was that control

We all speak 
of anarchists without praisa-, but the real 
anarchists arc not these little fellows wh" 
carry red flags in little parades and speak 
on street corners. They are just few in , 
cambers aud very sniali in lannence.

hind the liquor business and boast that 
tiny will defy the governimnt ami dis- 
obey the laws.

Speech of Senator Beckham 

Senator Beckham said in part: 
"Tha> most embarrassing experience 1 

encounter when 1 am out of this State. 

especially at your national capital, is when 

1 occaatoaally meet citizens of other states 

and in some instances <if other countries, 
Who have not been to Kentucky, and their 
first comment when told that I Jim front 
Kentucky is with a smile. 'The State where 
they make whisky." They undertake to he 
pleasant about it. but it is irritating to 
me. 1 resent the Idea that this great com- 
monwealth of ours with the noblest and 
most chivalrous manhood and with the 
loveliest and sw c et oa t womanhood on earth 
should be advertised abroad alone for its 
production a>f those things that destroy 
the citizenship of any a ountry. I tell them 
as politely as I can under such circum- 
stances that that remark will not go in 
I few years, thai the time is rapidly ap- 
proaching in Kentucky when we will not 
nmke whisky and I hope it will only be 
a va ry few years, ami I am willing to de- 
rate every energy and every talent thai I 
possess to bring about as sf)a>edily as p:>s- 
stble the time when there is not a saloon 
nor a distillery nor a brewery anywhere 
in this fair commonwealth. 

Believes Amendment Certain. 

"I do not say that in any spirit of nn- 
kindness or hostility toward thOOC who 
ara- engaged in that business. This is not 
a personal contest. We should not imi- 
tate the methods of those who tight an , 
by using defamartaa of character, by in- 
dulging In slander or libel or anything 
of that kind. Our causa- is so just that 
we do not need to indulge in piTsonalith-s 
to insure its success in this great tig'it. 
1 hope to see those en gag ed in that busi- 
ness sueaeed in life and they should take 
wnrnlag today, my f i l e ads, and they 
Should gather in their sails because I be- 
lieve that there is no political event of 
the future more certain than that the next 
Legislature of Kentucky will submit to 
the peo pl e of this state a con s t i t uti onal 
amendment upon State w hie prohibition 
and that in IMS the earliest day upon 
which we can get a vade. an overwhadming 
majority aif our people will aalopt it. 

"The whiskey men will begin to use every 
sophistry, ev ery fallacy, every falsa- argu- 
ment and misrepresentation possible to 
mislead the people a»f Kentucky, lint the 
time has passed when any man or even 
paper can say a word of defense in favor 
of tin- defeaeelees saloon. 

•'The only argument upon which they 
have any hope left is the iconomh- idea, 
the idea that they would inculcate into the 
minds of the people of Kentucky, that this 
is a great industry in our State, that it 
bears a large part of the burden of taxa- 
tion in our counties, cities and States. 

"But. my friends, it takes only a little 
common sense to* meet such a fallacy as 
that. Tin- liquor business does not pay 
any tuxeo at all. Whisky and beet do not 
pay any taxes. Such taxes as an- collect- 
ed on them a-ome from the consumers of 
those products and those products them- 
selves pay no taxes. 

"I believe as Irmly as I believe anything, 
after years of experience and of observa 
tion ami with considerable experience in 
the matter of your State finances, that 
the ba-st thing thai can happen to your 
siate from a revenue standpoint would 
be tin- complete elimination *f the liquor 
business from this Btate. 1 beUeoe that 
nothing can happen in this Btate that 
won bl mean more to the foundation of 
Industries and to the commercial develop- 
ment of the State thin the suppression of 
that traffic, not merely to done the sa- 
i ions, but to prohibit tin- manufacture. 

There is no roaaon to legislate agaiaal the 
saloon unless yen legislate also against

The Legislative Contests. 

"For many years we have been suiting i 
to get the vary best laws obtamabla- from 
'our Legislature. An Increasing success 
has crowned our efforts, l'rior to ISS1 we 
had some twenty-live dry counties, bat 
this was accomplished through spa Hal eii- 
I actment. After the new constitution was 
1 adopted the Legislature passed what was 
considered a county unit law, but the 
courts construed it as merely a precinct 
unit law. More dry territory was added, 
however, and thus it was an nchrnncod 
step. 

"In ta06 there was passed a county unit 
measure which, however, exempted mu- 
nicipalities of over 3.000 inhabitants. This 
was far from what UM desired and yet it 
1 was distinctly an advance. 
1 "In li»12 the present county unit law was [ 
; passed and under its operations we now 
■ have 106 drv counties. This, of course, 
is the best we have had up to the pres- | 
eqt time anal yet the liquor domination | 
of our State has not been overcome. In 
every one of these advances we have had 
to meet the bitterest and most un- 
scrupulous opposition and every means 
fair and fo^l was used to defeat them 
We must expect the same until we have 
driven liquor entirely from our Common- 
wealth. 

"Such have been the steps in amr tight 
so far. The battle has never be en a 
strictly party one. Alwnvs ha\>- there 
been men both for us and against us in 
both of the great parties. I wish, how- 
ever, to call your attention to one fact, 
a fact of which we Demoa rats may be 
well proud. None of the advance steps 
named were taken by either of the lle- 
publican administrations which have gov - 
et neal Kentucky in the last two d e cad e a 
Every advance has been unaier Demo- 
cratic leadership. The Democratic patty 
in the nation is today the party of pi"K- 
rean. It is no mere coincidence that of the 
twenty-five States that have now gone 
dry nearly all gave their electoral votes 
to Wilson.

from Iowa alone. 

Although the location of the banks 
probably will not be announced he- 
fore December 20, it was said that 
almost immediately after organiza- 
tion banks would find it necessary 
to issue bonds for virtually their en- 
tire capital stock to meet the demands 
of borrowers. 

The rate of interst on bonds is a 
subject now engaging the board's at- 
tention. It is thought that it will not 
exceed 5 per cent. The bonds will 
be offered at the maximum allowed 
by law of 1 per cent less than the 
rate charged for loans. Daily con- 
ferences are being held by board 
members with bankers from various 
sections to determine the minimum 
rate at which the bonds will be ab- 
sorbed by investors, as this will de- 
termine the interest rate to be 
charged on loans. The board also is 
considering whether the bonds shall 
be offered to individual investors or 
underwriters by banking houses in 
sizable blocks. As the capital stock 
of each bank is to be only $750,000. 
repeated turnovers of the capital and 
frequent bond issues covering loars 
will he necessary if all a 
are to be taken care of.
